According  to  statistics  gathered  from  schools  and  colleges  in 
tlie  United  States  there  is  a  very  definite  increase  in  the  numher 
of  students  engaged  in  the  study  of  music.  From  the  standjioint 
of  enrollment,  now  a  total  of  376  students,  the  present  year  is 
the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  College  of  Music.  The  courses 
of  study  are  complete  and  modern;  the  faculty  is  highly  expert 
in  their  respective  fields;  and  the  tuition  rate  is  relatively  low. 
College  students  have  the  choice  of  two  music  degrees:  B.M.  or 
B.  Mus.  Ed.,  while  those  desiring  the  liberal  arts  degrees  of  A.B. 
or  B.S".  may  secure  them  and  at  the  same  time  major  in  music.

Beca\ise  this  department  operates  througiiout  the  year  and 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  instruction  is  mainly  individual,  students 
enroll  and  finish  at  all  times  during  the  year.  A  student  is 
trained  in  Horology,  Jewelry,  and  Engraving.  Horology,  the 
science  of  time,  includes  care  and  repair  of  time  recording  in- 
struments and  the  reproduction  of  their  parts.  In  the  Jewelry 
department,  a  student  learns  the  characteristics  of  the  different 
precious  stones  as  well  as  the  iruiking  and  repairing  of  jewelry. 
In  Engraving,  he  studies  design  and  the  prohlenis  of  transferring 
designs  to  metal.  Having  a  world-wide  re]iutation,  the  school 
draws  students  from  foreign  lands  as  well  as  from  all  jiarts  of 
the  United  States.

Bean  of  the  School  of  Industrial  Arts. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Division  now  includes  the  departments 
of  automobile,  electrilcity,  mechanical  drawing,  metalworking 
and  woodworking.  The  courses  offered  are  designed  for  several 
types  of  students — for  teachers  of  Industrial  Arts  of  grade  or 
high  schools,  for  individuals  desiring  to  enter  industry  or  to  secure 
advancement  after  being  employed,  for  those  interested  in 
engineering.  During  the  past  year  several  of  the  laboratories 
and  shops  have  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  new  ecjuipment. 
This  program  will  be  continued  in  so  far  as  available  funds  per- 
mit. Due  to  the  imusual  demand  for  training  on  the  part  of 
men  emjjloyed  in  local  industries,  classes  have  been  full  and  a 
waiting  list  exists.

Tlie  Board  of  Control  for  Undergraduate  Publications  is  made  up  of  three 
faculty  members  and  four  .students.  Tlie  Junior  and  Senior  classes  are  each  repre- 
sented by  one  man  and  one  woman.  Student  members  are  elected  in  their  third 
year,  holding  office  for  two  consecutive  years.  All  student  publications  of  the 
Institute,  which  includes  the  Polyscope,  the  Tech,  and  the  Student  Directurif  are 
under  tlie  direct  control  of  the  Board.  This  control  is  shown  in  the  election  of  the 
Tech  editor  by  Board  members,  approval  of  the  editorial  staffs  of  the  paper  and  year- 
book, and  for  the  first  time  this  year,  the  election  of  the  editor  of  the  Polyscope.  This 
has  been  the  first  year  of  electing  one  person  to  assume  the  duties  of  business  manager 
for  all  publications  and  acting  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  group.  This  system  takes 
the  place  of  election  of  separate  business  managers  for  each  publication,  and  the  new 
plan  has  worked  very  successfully.

INTER-FRATERNITY  COUNCIL 

The  Inter-Fraternity  Council  is  the  executive  body  supervising  the  relations  of  the  five 
Bradley  fraternities.  It  is  composed  of  the  fraternity  faculty  advisors,  the  alumnus  repre- 
sentatives, the  presidents  and  the  active  representatives  of  each  fraternity.  The  purpose  of 
the  Council  is  to  iironiote  a  more  cooperative  spirit  among  the  five  groups  and  maintain  the 
necessary  understanding  between  student  members  and  the  faculty  of  Bradley.  Its  principal 
fields  of  control  are  in  connection  with  intra-f raternity  athletics,  scholastic  compttition,  and 
rushing  rules  and  regulations,  as  well  as  promoting  certain  standards  of  activities  on  the 
campus. 

A  scholarship  trophy  is  awarded  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  each  semester  to  the 
fraternity  having  the  highest  scholastic  "standing.

This  year  the  Bradley  Tech  lias  made  great  strides  forward  in  journalistic 
achievement  on  the  campus.  Each  week  the  editors  and  staff  have  issued  a  six  page 
paper  of  news  and  interesting  feature  material. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  additions  to  the  Tech  was  the  Collegiate  Digest,  an 
eight  page  rotogravure  section  put  out  by  the  Associated  Collegiate  Press  associa- 
tion. This  section  contains  pictures  and  short  articles  concerning  happenings  on 
otlicr  college  campuses. 

The  changes  most  dear  to  the  editors'  hearts,  however,  occurred  with  the 
complete  reorganization  of  editorial  and  society  pages.  Headlines  have  also  under- 
gone a  complete  revision.  And  instead  of  using  the  same  boxed  heads  on  columns 
week  after  week,  four-line  sans  serif  heads  featuring  the  most  important  item  in 
the  column  have  been  inaugurated.  New  columns  appearing  this  year  for  the  first 
time  include  Music  Mania,  a  column  devoted  to  dance  bands  and  music ;  Wanderings, 
a  column  of  musings  written  by  contributors ;  and  Reeling  Around,  the  gossip  of 
movies  and  movie  people. 

The  old  standbys,  Algernon,  Collegiantics,  Here  and  Tliere,  and  Kampus 
Kapers  were  better  than  ever.  Shooting  the  Breeze  was  changed  from  all  gossip  to 
part  feature  and  part  gossip.  Features  during  the  year  included  interviews  with 
famous  people  such  as  Richard  Crooks,  Helen  Jepson,  and  others,  down  to  bur- 
lesque queens  of  the  vaudeville  shows  appearing  in  town. 

The  Tech  has  made  a  sincere  effort  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  school  in  the 
best  possible  manner  and  the  editors  and  staff  feel  that  they  have  in  a  measure 
succeeded.

Beginning  witli  tlie  experiences  enjoyed  by  eleven  girls  and  Miss  Harvey  at 
College  Camp.  Lake  Geneva.  Wisconsin,  during  the  summer,  plans  for  the  yearly 
program  of  Y.  W.  C.  A.  were  laid  under  the  general  idea  of  "living  with  otiiers". 
Freshman  girls  were  made  to  feel  more  at  home  on  the  campus  during  the  first  week 
of  scliool  by  the  Campus  Pal  movement  in  whicli  each  new  girl  was  assigned  a  "pal" 
to  help  her  over  the  rough  spots  in  getting  acquainted  with  a  new  life.  The  pro- 
gram for  the  year  was  outlined  in  a  miniature  newspaper  edition,  "The  Tiny  Tech", 
which  anticipated  many  of  the  good  times,  and  helped  each  nev,''  little  pal  to  decide 
which  interest  group  she  would  like  to  join  in  the  association. 

Tlie  Y.  is  an  organization  in  which  the  inevitable  party  factions  are  at  a 
minimum.  The  interests  of  all  girls  are  considered  and  upper  and  lower  classmen 
work  with  mutual  effort.  Among  the  interest  groups  are  social  activities,  national 
and  world  affairs,  religious  and  ethical  life,  and  social  service. 

Projects  undertaken  by  the  Y.  include  the  all-school  Mixer  at  the  opening  of 
the  school  year,  several  Blue  Monday  teas  to  brighten  up  the  start  of  busy  school 
weeks,  a  meeting  designed  to  give  new  voters  practical  information.  The  candy 
locker  is  managed  by  Y.  girls,  the  proceeds  of  which  help  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
girls  attending  the  summer  camp  at  Lake  Geneva,  and  to  furnish  and  maintain  a 
livable  Y.  room  for  women  students  of  the  college.  This  year,  under  tlie  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Blomeyer  of  the  art  school,  the  entire  room  was  redecorated  and 
refurnished.

HISTORY  CLUB 


The  program  of  History  Cluh  lias  been  tlie  study  of  Euroiiean  governmental  treTuls  and 
conditions.  The  general  outline  is  as  follows:  (1)  Italy  and  the  rise  of  Fascism,  (2)  German\ 
and  the  rise  of  Naziism.  (3)  Russia  and  conditions  today,  and  (4)  Comparison  of  these  plans 
to  democracy.  These  topics  have  formed  bases  for  extremely  interesting  reports  given  by 
members  of  the  organization.  Personal  interest  has  been  added  by  bringing  in  outside 
speakers,  among  whom  were  R.  M.  Eyster  and  Reverend  Clinton  Lee  Scott,  the  latter  having 
visited  Russia  recently  to  study  the  situation. 

The  History  Club  was  the  first  school  organization  on  the  campus— founded  in  1898. 
It  has  served  as  a  means  of  giving  interested  students  an  opportunity  to  study  details  of 
world  history  that  cannot  be  taken  up  in  the  short  class  periods.  With  tlie  world  in  its 
present  revolutionary  state,  with  the  lives  of  each  of  the  club  members  directly  or  indirectly 
involved,  there  is  a  poignant  enthusiasm  in  club  discussions. 

With  Dr.  C.  E.  Sipple,  Dr.  C.  T.  Wyckoff,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Philip  to  advise  them,  .Tune 
Newkirk,  president;  Dan  Knapp,  vice-president,  and  Louise  Keller,  secretary-treasurer, 
have  carried  througii  a  very  successful  program.

FORENSICS 


The  Illinois  Intercollegiate  Oratorical  Association  held  its  annual  contest  at 
Eureka,  Illinois.  Bradley  was  represented  by  Kenneth  Kindelsperger  and  Dorothy 
Cation  after  a  preliminary  contest  in  which  these  two  freshmen  were  victorious 
over  Dorothy  Keeling,  Richard  Thomason  and  Lawrence  Clock.  Kenneth's  subject 
was  "Unrecognized  Genius"  which  centered  about  the  work  of  the  United  States 
architect  Frank  Lloyd  Wright.  Dorothy's  oration  entitled  "My  Brother's  Keeper" 
was  based  upon  modern  social  and  economic  problems  as  they  present  themselves 
in  the  present-day  administration.  Bradley  students  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
these  two  excellent  orations  during  a  chapel  program,  and  their  attention  was  held 
by  the  sincerity  and  smoothness  of  presentation. 

This  year,  the  debate  teams  have  been  doing  overtime  work,  competing  with 
teams  from  Knox,  Eureka,  Western  State  Teachers'  College  and  Millikin.  Students 
comprising  the  teams  were:  Negative— Sidney  Davidson.  Don  Rohde  and  Ray 
Newman  (the  two  latter  alternating)  and.  Affirmative— Richard  Thomason  and 
Oscar  Vanden  Dooren.  The  subject  for  debate  was:  "Resolved  that  Congress  by 
two-thirds  majority' vote  be  empowered  to  over-ride  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
declaring  acts  of  Congress  unconstitutional." 

Under  a  different  plan,  this  year  the  program  consisted  of  non  decision  debates 
to  provide  for  greater  amount  of  participation  and  to  stimulate  interest  among 
students.  In  addition  to  the  non-decision  intercollegiate  debates,  our  teams  traveled 
to  Normal,  Illinois,  to  enter  the  Little  Nineteen  tournament  held  there.  Also  the 
negative  side  debated  the  question  over  WMBD  with  The  Principia  College  team 
of  1st.  Louis,  Missouri.  The  most  interesting  event  on  the  debating  schedule  came 
when  Bradley  was  host  to  the  University  of  Hawaii  debate  team  in  the  Bradley 
chapel.

COMMERCE  CLUB 


Probably  one  of  the  most  practical  and  lielpful  organizations  on  the  Bradley 
campus  is  the  Commerce  Club.  Business  students  are  given  the  opportunity  of 
knowing  what  is  to  be  expected  of  them  when  they  are  actualh'  in  the  working 
field.  Monthly  meetings  are  devoted  to  the  introduction  of  business  men  who  speak 
of  the  everyday  problems  confronting  men  and  women  in  business  today.  Among 
the  speakers  this  year  was  Mr.  Dale  Morgan,  lawyer.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that 
most  people  today  call  on  a  lawyer  too  late,  that  persons  wait  until  they  have  gotten 
themselves  in  trouble  before  they  even  consider  consulting  a  lawyer  while  they  sliould 
seek  advice  before  the  trouble  arises.  Mr.  L.  G.  LaTourneau  spoke  of  his  plant  at 
another  meeting,  Mr.  C.  C.  Luce,  manager  of  the  Retail  Credit  Company,  was  guest 
speaker  at  a  meeting,  and  Eugene  R.  Johnson,  a  lawyer  and  specialist  on  the  subject 
of  railroads,  gave  an  interesting  talk. 

These  contacts  with  the  business  men  of  Peoria  aid  students  to  see  their  vocation 
in  its  true  aspect,  or  perhaps  to  choose  a  proper  line  of  vocation  upon  graduation. 

At  the  annual  spring  banquet,  which  was  held  at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  connection 
with  Zeta  Pi,  honorary  commercial  fraternity,  the  speakers  were  Mr.  Dick  Bradley 
and  James  R.  Hudson  of  the  Baker-Hubbell  Dairy  Company.  At  this  meeting, 
the  officers  for  next  year  were  announced  to  take  the  place  of  this  year's  officers 
including  Warren  Wemple,  president;  Al  Groen,  Vice-President;  James  Peters, 
Secretary;  John  Prochazka,  Treasurer;  and  Willis  B.  Fitton,  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  Mr.  Tillotson  is  the  enthusiastic  advisor  of  the  group  and  works  whole- 
heartedly in  the  attempt  to  make  the  careers  of  his  understudies  best  suited  to  the 
present  demands.

No  matter  what  the  future  holds,  he  is  to  us  a 
real  man.  a  real  friend,  and  a  real  coach.    Robbie,  we  salute  you  !

Coach  Hewitt,  Physical  In'-tructor  Esslinger,  and  Physical  Instructor  for  the  Women, 
Miss  Dillon.  "Dutch"  coaches  varsity  tennis  and  swimming,  freshman  football, 
basketball,  and  baseball.  The  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Meinen  and  Mr.  Hewitt  are 
invaluable.

Iowa  City,  Iowa,  September  28 — Not  the  best  Bradley  team  that  has  faced  Big  Ten 
opposition  lint  certainly  one  of  the  most  courageous  went  down  in  proud  defeat  today  before 
the  husky  Hawkeyes  of  the  University  of  Iowa,  2fi  to  0.  The  towering  Hawk  first  string 
eleven,  playing  through  most  of  the  first  half  and  tlie  third  quarter,  rushed  across  three 
touchdowns  against  Tec!)  and  reserves  added  the  fourth  late  in  the  second  quarter. 

The  backfield  of  Ruyle,  McClarence,  Berry,  and  Jagunich  played  most  of  the  game 
for  Bradley.  The  Tech  displayed  some  efficiency  for  lateral  passes,  working  two,  one  from 
Jagiuiich  to  McClarence  that  was  good  for  nine  yards.  Berry  gained  the  most  ground  for 
the  Tech  eleven. 

Bradley  suffered  a  great  loss  when  Ca]itain  Cliarles  Bucklar  was  removed  from  the  game 
with  a  broken  foot. 


Peoria,  111.,  October  5— A  liig,  tricky  Elmhurst  College  football  team,  the  best  that  the 
school  has  had  in  seven  years,  dealt  Bradley  College  eleven  a  16  to  0  defeat  on  Bradley  field 
this  afternoon  in  the  opening  home  contest  and  the  first  conference  for  the  local  collegians. 
Bradley  scored  before  the  first  period  was  five  minutes  old  but  a  costly  misplay  allowed 
Elmhurst  to  take  the  lead  shortly  afterward  and  Tech  never  seriously  threatened  the  Elmhurst 
goal  thereafter. 

The  Bradley  score  was  made  when  Berry  jiassed  over  tlie  goal  line  to  Brown,  tiie  acting 
captain  in  the  absence  of  Bucklar.  Hunt  proved  to  be  the  main  bulwark  of  the  line  while 
Jagnnich  did  outstanding  work  in  the  backfield. 

Peoria,  111.,  October  12 — "Jarring"  Joe  Jagunich  saved  the  situation  for  Bradley  today 
just  when  the  liomecoming  football  game  with  Western  State  Teachers  of  Macomb  at 
Bradley  field  was  headed  for  a  complete  and  drab  failure.  After  five  minutes  of  the  rin-d 
quarter,  Jagunich,  Bradley  fullback,  booted  a  nigh  perfect  field  goal  from  the  Western  26-yard 
line  for  tlie  only  score  of  the  game.  It  was  the  season's  first  win  for  the  Bradley  gridsters 
who  were  cheered  on  to  victory  by  several  thousand  undergraduates  and  ahunni. 

Monnioutli,  111.,  October  19 — Bradley  was  defeated  today  by  a  rampaging  Monmuutli 
team,  40  to  0.    This  is  tlie  first  time  in  five  games  that  Momnoutli  has  defeated  Bradley. 
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Blooiiiiii^rton,  111.,  Novc-inher  2.— Illinois  Wesleyan  notched  up  a  victory  over  Bradley  in 
the  twenty-sixth  annual  football  clash  between  these  old  rivals  here  today,  hut  an  expectant 
homecoming  crowd  liad  little  to  cheer  about  as  tiie  Titans  oozed  tiirough  l)y  a  mere  (i-0  score. 

The  contest  could  be  termed  a  ])unting  duel  with  Berry  and  Benson  doing  the  punting. 
In  the  first  period  the  Bradley  punting  ace  from  Table  Grove  stood  on  his  own  2.'5-yard  line 
and  kicked  one  over  the  Wesleyan  goal.  Berry's  kicking  was  also  a  factor  in  discouraging 
additional  Wesleyan  touchdowns.  The  two  outstanding  linemen  on  the  field  were  Hunt  and 
Fennel,  both  of  Bradley. 

Peoria,  111.,  November  9. — Carthage  college  battled  through  mud  and  rain  on  Bradley 
field  this  afternoon  to  come  from  behind  and  hand  the  Bradley  footl)allers  a  defeat  by  the 
pecidiar  score  of  (i  to  I. 

The  right  side  of  the  Tech  line.,  composed  of  Sayles,  Bare,  and  Brown,  broke  through 
early  in  the  jieriod  to  block  a  punt  on  the  Carthage  29-yard  line,  sending  the  ball  back  to  the  goal 
where  a  Carthage  man  was  forced  to  fall  on  it,  giving  Bradley  a  safety  and  two  points.  The 
Techs  made  another  safety  in  the  first  period  but  Carthage  made  a  determined  goalward  drive 
in  the  second  iialf  and  scored  a  touchdown. 

Peoria,  111.,  November  Ki. — Four  inches  of  turf  on  one  occasion  and  a  ])air  of  numbed  hands 
on  another  prevented  Tiradley  College  from  defeating  Knox  College  on  Bradley  field  this  after- 
noon. It  was  a  remarkable  "eft'ort  for  coach  A.  J.  Robertson's  battered  squad.  Not  conceded 
a  chance  to  even  come  tbrougii  with  a  tie  score,  the  Techsters  came  raging  back  after  Knox's 
67-yard,  first  quarter  touchdown  march  and  outplayed  the  Siwashers  from  then  on.  The 
Techs  barely  missed  a  touchdown  in  the  third  period  when  Don  Miller's  stiffened  fingers  failed 
to  hold  a  pass  from  Merle  Berry  just  across  the  Knox  goal,  and  failing  again  in  the  final 
quarter  when  Berry  was  downed  a  scant  four  inches  from  the  Siwash  goal  line. 

Joe  .Tagunich  turned  in  the  best  performance  of  his  career  while  two  lightweight  backs, 
Dixon  and  McClarence  played  brilliant  games.  Hunt  and  Baker  did  more  than  tlieir  shire 
of  tackling  and  were  aided  by  Fennel  and  Norval. 

Peoria,  111.,  November  28.— Bradley's  football  team  came  as  near  to  beating  Millikin  this 
season  as  anv  one  when  for  three  quarters  and  eight  minutes  of  the  last  ]ieriod  the  Techs 
battled  the  Big  Blue  team  of  Decatur  to  a  standstill.  Finally  worn  down  by  Millikin's 
"Giant  Killers"  on  the  front  line,  Bradley  succumlied  12  to  0.  A  tight  pass  defense  and  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  Burgener  for  fiimbles  aided  Bradley  in  staving  off  Millikin  drives 
through  three  periods.
